As president of 
‘the local chap- 
ter, Dr. Saks had | 
succeeded in win- SAKS 
‘fing a public greeting from the 
‘thapter to Israel on its second 
anniversary. He had been a top 
‘Official of the local drive for the 
United Jewish Appeal and active 
in the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, congregational 
body of the U.S. Reform move- 
Ment. 

The youthful dentist said that 
he had withheld a decison on whe- 
ther to remain in the Council 
until the sixth annual conference 
of the anti-Zionist body, which 
was held in Cincinnati last 
Spring. 

As president of the host chap- 
ter, Dr. Saks presented a greet- 
ing to the conference, in which he 
proposed a program under which 
Zionists and anti-Zionists would 
join in aiding the resettlement of 
Jews in Israel. He specified that 
ahy such agreement would not 
affect the fight of those who, like 
himself, felt that certain manifes- 
tations of “Jewish nationalism” 
Might be dangerous to the status 
of U. S. Jews. 

- His proposal was ignored by 
the convention. At the final ses- 
sion of the convention, Dr. Saks 
proposed full endorsement of, the 
Joint Distribution Committee and 
an-end to the Council's policy of 
neutrality-plus-hositlity toward 
the United Jewish Appeal. That 
Proposal also was rejected by 
the delegates. 

_ He said that he had approached 
the convention determined to do 
What he could to win a positive 
Policy toward Israel and toward 
Sid to Israel. When the convent- 
fon adjourned without taking any 
action in either direction, he said 
he decided to resign and devote 
his time to other Jewish activi-

Clarifying his own position, he 
said, “I feel & definite sense of 


ereligious kinship with the Jews 
fof Israel, 


whether they are Or- 
hodox or non-Orthodox and I 
think it is my duty to help them. 
They are Jews just as I am.” 

He was reminded that this idea 
included the concept of basic 
world-wide Jewish unity, a con- 
cept which is anathema to the 
Coupncil. He said he knew it. 
adding. “That’s one of the things 
I’m talking about.” 

He was reminded that he had 
frequently taken the position that 
“Jewish nationalism” contained a 
threat to the status of U. S. Jews 
and was asked how he proposed 
to continue his fight against that 
threat, now that he has left the 
Council. 

“I think -the American Jewish 
Committee is doing the job the 
way it should be done,” he re- 
plied. “I like the quiet, calm, in- 
telligent way they are dealing 
with the problem. I am a mem- 
ber of the Committee and if they 
want me to help, I'll be giad to 
do it.” 

“I frankly don’t feel that’s the 
important question now, any- 
way,” he added. “The important 
thing is to provide help to Is- 
rael for the taskk of resettling 
the refugees coming there and 
to build Judaism in America.” 

Dr. Saks, who is vice president 
of the Indiana-Ohio-West Virginia 
region of the UAHC, said he ex- 
pected to devote most of his ef- 
orts to that work. 

“This is a positive program,” 
he said. “Helping to build new 
congregations, strengthening Jew- 
ish religious adherence through- 
out the area—I feel this is a truly 
positive program of helping to 
build. Judaism in America.”

CHICAGO—A charge by Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver that Israel had deliberately sought to dimin- 
ish the influence of the Zionist movement sparked a battle involving three giants of American 
Zionism that electrified delegates to the 53rd annual convention of the Zionist Organization of Amer- 


ica convention here this week. 


Rabbi Silver delivered the charge im an address Sunday night. 


Goldmann, chairman of the Am- 
erican section of the Jewish 
Agency, made an impromptu re- 
ply, denying the accusation. Dr. 
Emanuel Neumann, a past presi- 
dent of the ZOA, joined the fray 
in support of Dr. Silver. 

Rabbi Silver blamed the move- 
ment “away from” ZOA on ac- 
tions of the Israel Government. 
He charged that the ZOA “is be- 
comingly increasingly less signi- 
ficant and less relevant, and 
American Jews are quick to real- 
ize and to react accordingly.” 

OLD STORY AGAIN 

Not all of Rabbi Silver's 
charges were directed against 
the Israel Government, although 
he rehashed once again the de- 
tails of the fight in the early 
spring of 1949 which ended in 
loss of control by him and his 
co-workers of the United Jewish 
Appeal. 

He also again attacked those 
who questioned the wisdom of his 
fight two years ago for satis- 
factory separation of functions 
of Israel and Zionist movement 
in order to "avoid the charge of 
dual loyalty.” The Cleveland rab- 
bi attacked many important ele- 
ments of the program of the late 
Daniel Frisch. Some of those 
elements had been offered as a 
program for the ZOA in the com- 
ing year by President Benjamin 
Browdy from the same platform 
only a few hours previously. (De- 
tails inside). 

THE RIGHT PROGRAM 

The later analysis led Dr. Sil- 
ver to the clearest exposition of 
the ZOA’s program for the near 
future that has yet been enuni- 
ciated. He said there were three 
major tasks for Zionism: politi- 
cal action, private investments in 
Israel] and chalutziut (pioneer- 
ing). In detailing those needs, he 
was his old forceful self, wiping 
away all the current confusion 
and coming to the point with the 
sledgehammer blows of old. 

The principal charge he made 
against the Israel Government 
was its “propensitq” for “cent- 
tralization and incorporation” of 
all Zionist activities, leaving no 
concrete work for the World 
Zionist Organization and the ter- 
ritorial organizations of that 
movement, such as the ZOA. 

He said if the ZOA had suffer- 
ed the remedy was not in the 
movement but lay with the Gov- 
ernment of Israel. 

GOLDMANN REPLIES 

Picking up the challenge, Gold- 
mann challenged Dr. Silver's 
blasts that the Israel Govern- 
ment was using the ZOA as a 
“whipping boy” and “scolding 
address.” 

Goldmann came out fighting 
with a defense of the late Daniel

A Chance to Prove It 
Frisch, whose pelted Silver had 
attacked, unncessarily, in the op- 
inion of many listeners. Gold- 
mann said he had learned to re- 
spect Frisch and then later to 
bear real affection for him. He 
said that Frisch had had an “un- 
eanny feeling” for Zionist prob- 
Jems. 

Goldmann rejected the whole 
theory of non-interference, known 
as “hafradah” or separation be- 
tween the Zionist movement and 
the Government of Israel. 

WHO DID IT? 

Goldmann then asked in what 
“acts has the Government of Is- 
rael said it doesn’t want a strong 
Zionist movement?” 

Goldmann said that on the con- 
trary, the Israel Government was 
trying to strengthen the Zionist 
movement. He said that the Gov- 
ernment had had to step into 
areas in which the Zionist move- 
ment ‘should have operated, he- 
cause the Zionist movement fail- 
ed in its obligations. 

In immigration and absorption 
of newcomers, a field of activity 
originally allotted to the Jewish 
Agency, which represents. the 
Zionist movement, Israel had to 
allocate millions of dollars be- 
cause the Jewish Agency could 
not supply the funds, he said. 

SUCH NONSENSE 

When Goldmann took up Rabbi 
Silver’s argument on “dual loy- 
alty” unless there had been “ha- 
fradah,” he began to go after 
Dr. Silver by name. He said that 
“once you start with these kinds 
of arguments, then the whole 
Zionist movement will become 
suspect.” 

Goldmann then sipped into the 
debate over the intervention of 
the Israel Government in the 
UJA dispute. He charged that 
Dr. Silver had been unfair to the 
Government and had _ insulted 
most members of the Jewish 
Agency which had voted against 


The following evening, Dr. Nahum 


Silver-Neumann in the fight for 
control of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal. Dr. Goldmann argued that 
the battle had been a conflict 
among Zionists and not one be- 
tween Zionists and the Israel 
Government. 

By the time Neumann arose to 
repeat Silver’s charges, this time 
quoting chapter and verse, Gold- 
mann had pretty well won over 
the audience, and at one point 
he had to ask that he not be 
interrupted by applause. 


NEUMANN TURNS TIDE 

But Neumann delivered one of 
the best speeches of his career 
and when he sat down, he had 
pretty well convinced the dele. 
gates of the validity of Silver's 
charges. 

Neumann first gave the back- 
ground of the fight for hafradah, 
and said that even the Israel 
Government had agreed ‘to the 
principle. He said hafradah did 
not mean spiritual and ideologi- 
cal separation but merely politi- 
cal separation. He said that the 
UJA and the United Palestine Ap- 
peal had plumped for hafradah 
too, after an inquiry for a law- 
yer’s commission, for fear that 
the tax exempt status of the two 
fund-raising agencies might be 
withdrawn, unless hafradah were 
effected. 

Neumann said that no great- 
er or more malicious blow had 
been struck at the ZOA than by 
removing the ZOA which had 
set up by the UPA, from control 
of the agency. 


GROUP OF PEOPLE 

Neumann added that a group 
of people had unleashed an im- 
moderate and unrivalled cam- 
paign of vilification against the 
ZOA in order to remove it from 
authority over the UPA. The re. 
ference was to Henry Montor, 
executive director of the 1950 
UJA drive, who was one of the 
leaders in the battle to strip the 
ZOA of control of the UPA. 

Neumann scored his heaviest 
punch when he said that one 
word from the right man in Tel 
Aviv would have put an imme- 
diate end to “the revolution.” He 
said the defeat for the ZOA was 
one of those “things from which 
organizations and movements 
don’t recover so rapidly.” 

Neumann charged that the Is- 
rael Government was not con- 
cerned with Zionism in the Dia- 
spora and recounted his own ne- 
gotiations with Prime Minister 
David Ben-Gurion in which Neu- 
mann had asked that the Zionist 
movement be recognized as the 
single authority outside of Israel

Browdy also served notice that 
he wanted a strong ZOA bid for 
allocations from the federations 
and welfare funds, asserting that 
“the Zionists of America are 
determined to obtain their fair 
share from the Jewish public 
funds in the U.S.”

“we shall either obtain the fands 
we require from the great fund- 
raising agencies, or we shall have 
to organize a campaign of our 
own in order to raise the neces-

MORE DEMOCRACY 

Charging that funds raised for

ZOA Quietly Ousts 
Red-Charged Union

CHICAGO — Office workers in 


the national headquarters of the 
Zionist Organization of America 
were persuaded to leave the left- 
wing Social Service Employes 
Union and join a new CIO union 
without any controversy, the 53rd 
annual ZOA convention was told 
this week. 

Dr. Sidney Marks, ZOA execu- 
tive director, made the disclosure 
in his annual report to the open- 
ing session. 

He praised the labor manage- 
ment committee of ‘the ZOA for 
the development, which was in 
marked contrast to the situation 
in national offices of other Jew- 
ish organizations, where strikes 
and picketing have developed. 

The organizations have been co- 
operating with the CIO in the 
fight against the SSEU, whose 
union, the United Office and Pro- 
fessional Workers of America, 
was ousted from the CIO on 
charges of Communist domina- 
tion. 


He added that by the criterion 
of “nobility of living and capacity 
for making supreme sacrifices 
for an ideal,” that “the Yishuv is 
the most religious of all Jewries.” 

He urged the ZOA to study the 
problems of Israeli Jews who 
seek religious expression but re- 
ject the rigid Orthodoxy which is 
the only recognized form of Ju- 
daism in Israel. 


THIS COULD HAPPEN 


Otherwise, the Conservative 
rabbi said, the ZOA “may find 
that - religious segments within 
its ranks may feel impelled to 
break away from the ZOA and 
either form . special religious 
Zionist parties of their own 
nuances or else support religious 
parties in Israel which are not in 
the orbit of General Zionism.” 

Dr. Goldstein said he was dis- 
turbed by the factionalism and 
fractionalism in Israel. He said 
it was natural in a free society 
“but the amount and degree of 
factionalism and fragmentation 
in Israel is beyond anything we 
know here and more than is good 
for the health of that commu- 
nity.” 

“Israel is threatened with be- 
coming a federatign of tribes, the 
Mapai tribe, the Mizrachi tribe, 
the Agudah tribe, the Mapam 
tribe and the cherut tribe,” he 
commented wryly. 


LAG IN INDUSTRY 
He said another element that 
was disturbing to the American 
Jew was the lag in industrial 
efficiency, which he ascribed to a 
“tendency on the part of manage- 
ment to be too easily satisfied 


wanted from the welfare funds, 
a point which Frisch also failed 
to clarify. 

The president also indicated 
that the ZOA would henceforth 
take action to make sure that 
ZOA aid to Israel is labelled as 
such. 


WE WANT CREDIT 

He said that instead of “sub- 
sisting on the _ satisfaction of 
having aided everybody and pro- 
viding assistance to all other 
groups in Zionism,” the ZOA 
should conduct projects of its 
own and that “we must see to 
it that henceforth the work of 
the ZOA does not go nameless 
and creditless.” 

Browdy’s proposals for ZOA 
aid to chalutziut departed from 
the approach of Frisch, who had 
proposed that selected American 
Jewish youth be trained in Is- 
rael, rather than on collective 
farms in the United States. 

Browdy said the ZOA program 
would not be one of “dumping 
young men and women in Israel, 
resulting in disillusionment and 
chagrin and leading to the speedy 
return to this country, in a de- 
featist mood, of almost as many 
as had gone forth in a spirit of 
naive optimism and unwarranted 
elation.” 

THIS IS THE WAY

Abba Hillel Silver’s charges that the 
Israel Government had deliberately 
weakened the Zionist’ movement of 
the world. 

Goldmann’s) answer to Silver GOLDMANN 
served to obscure the more profound elements of his 
analysis of Zionism, It was regarded as one of the 
finest expositions “ever made to a Zionist audience 
on the immediate future of Jews throughout the 
world, from an ideological standpoint. 

Goldmann, chairman of the American section of 
the Jewish Agency, opened his analysis with the 





thesis that it is more difficult to be a Zionist today 
than at any time during the past ten years. 

He‘said many Jews were already beginning to talk 
in a “we” and “they” context, and he made the bald 
assertion that ‘under all conditions the Jew should 
identify himself with the future and destiny of Is- 
rael.” 

That kind of identification was easier, he said, 
when the Jewish State was still only an ideal, but 
now that it was a reality, that reality was bringing 
a clash of demands and claims. 

The emergence of the State of Israel has not made 
Jewish life easier but, on the contrary, more com- 
plicated, Dr. Goldmann said in the first such state- 
ment ever issued from a public platform. He 
warned there was a danger of a split between the 
Jews in Israel and the Jews not living in that state, 

He said there were already clashes between the 
two Jewries. 

Dropping the subject for a moment to go into his 
answer to Rabbi Silver, Goldmann later -eturneé to 
it when he spoke of a “tragic test” facing Jews.

“Wait until a serious situation arises and we'll see 
who are Zionists,” he said.

“Unity has become an obsession,’ he said, calling 
the desire for unity at the sacrifice of Zionist prin- 
ciples a case of appeasement. 

In another bold statement he said, “Zionism will 
have to fight more battles in the future than in the 
past.”

No Judaism Found 


In Soviet Reference 

LONDON—(WNS)—tThe latest 
edition of the Soviet Encyclo- 
pedia makes no reference to Jud- 
aism as a religion, it was dis- 
closed here when copies of the 
work reached the library of the 
British Museum. 

The_ encyclopedia mentions 
nine religions offically recognized 
by the Soviet government but 
nowhere is Judaism dealt with at 
all.

the Soviet Union was liquidated 
simultaneously with the closing 
down of the Jewish Anti-Fascist 
Committee of Moscow and the 
arrest of Jewish writers and 
communal workers.

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Jewish Hospital Admits Break 
With Union On Red Charges 


LOS ANGELES—The Los Angeles City of Hope sanatarium 
became the first Jewish organization this week to admit frankly 
that it had broken relations with its office workers union because 
the union had been expelled from the CIO on unrefuted charges 
of Communist domination. 


The United Office and Professional Workers of America, 
(UOPWA) and an affiliate, the Social Service Employes Union 
(SSEU) have been engaged in a battle for the past six months 
with a large number of Jewish organizations. 


FIGHT COAST-TO-COAST 
The organizations, including Hadassah, the United Jewish Appeal 
and its constituents and other groups, have been working with the 
CIO Organizing Committee against the UOPWA and the SSEU. 
The battle has been concentrated mainly in the national offices 


of the Jewish organizations in New York, but the struggle has also. 


erupted in local*organizations in Cleveland and Los Angeles. 


The City of Hope (Duarte Sanatorium) took its stand in a state- 
ment published in the B’nai B'rith MESSENGER, one of Los 
Angeles’ two Anglo-Jewish weeklies. 

“On May 25, 1950, the Duarte Sanatorium terminated its agree- 
ment with the UOPWA on the ground that the CIO’s expulsion of 
this union as Communist-dominated and controlled requires the 
Sanatarium to terminate its relationship with the UOPWA,” the 
Sanatarium statement said. 

Statements from any of the Jewish organizations involved in 
the battle have been rare but in no case was the reason given until 
the Duarte Sanatarium made its statement. 


UNIONS NEVER MENTION EXPULSION 

Statements from the unions have never mentioned the issue 
of expulsion from the CIO. 

“The Duarte Sanatarium, supported in large measure by or- 
ganized labor affiliated with the AFL and CIO, stated that it can 
no longer continue to solicit funds from organized labor used to 
support, in part,.an organization labelled as Communist-controlled, 
anti-union and totalitarian by the organized labor movement in the 
United States.” 

The union reply referred to “excuses, name-calling and cries 
of inability to pay” but did not mention the specific charge made 
by the Sanatarium.

Two sentences—and in those two sentences, 
the program for the Zionists of America—not 
alone for General Zionists—is clearly and effec- 
tively put forth. Other Zionist leaders have met 
and conferred for weeks, and their ghost writ- 
ers have pounded typewriters late into the 
night; the end result has been only more con- 
fusion. 

If Dr. Silver has never minced words, he is 
not going to change now. 

His weaknesses are his strength and his 
strength is his weakness. 


When he stated a three-fold program for the - 


ZOA, he cleared the air, and set the stage for 
the job that needs to be done in political action 
for at least another generation, private invest- 
ments in Israel and chalutziut. 


Could The AJCommittee Help Israel Industry? 


 geswetl Schiff, newly-appointed head of the 
Zionist Organization of America Econ- 
omic Commission, which has been given the 
task of obtaining private investment for Israel, 
told The POST he would welcome the assist- 
ance of men like Bernard Baruch and Sen, 
Herbert Lehman, two names mentioned by this 
paper to head such a drive. 


He said, “If only we could get them.” 

The inference was clear. These big-time 
Jewish business leaders either have not the 
time or inclination to undertake the task, prom- 
ising such good for Israel. Yet it is only 

. through such leaders that business and indus- 
trial enterprise@ of the magnitude needed to 
meet Israel's pressing needs can be obtained. 

Such being the case, it is quite possible that 


under other auspices, the active aid of men of 
that caliber could be enlisted. 

Perhaps the American Jewish Committee 
could enter into this field of vital aid to Israel. 

The tie-up would be a natural. 

The American Jewish Committee has prom- 
ised full aid to Israel, and has passed many 
resolutions to that effect. Aid for Israel invest- 
ment would give the organization the chance 
to prove that it meant what it said. 

Under such industrialists as Mr. Jacob Blau- 
stein, president of the AJCommittee, such a 
project could be successfully prosecuted, and 
of course it would be the best possible move 
the AJCommittee could make to raise its pres- 
tige not only in the American Jewish commu- 
nity but throughout the Jewish world. 


One Way To A Unified American Judaism 


T first glance, the account of the arrange- 
ment in Cedar Rapids, Ia., under which 
services one week are conducted according to 
the Reform ritual, and the following week ac- 
cording to the Conservative ritual, may cause 
snickering here and there. 

Rabbi David Raab, a graduate of the Reform 
Hebrew Union College, conducts the alternate 
services and many, if not most, of those at- 
tending participate in both services. 

But what is happening in Cedar Rapids is just 
another, if slightly awkward, phase of the 
movement towards two and then perhaps one 
kind of Judaism in the United States. 

Although no doubt the move is dictated by 
the need for economy,in a community with 
only 100 families, at the same time it must be 
rememered that 20 years ago, maybe 10 years 
ago, beth parties to such an arrangement would 
have rejected it. 


After a few years with understanding lead- 
ership, the congregation will probably work 
out one service suitable to both the Reform and 
the Conservative members of the congregation. 

In many another community, faced with a 
similar situation, compromises have been 
worked out. In some cases, as in Jacksonville, 
Fla., one building suffices for all three wings 
of Judaism. In others, as in Terre Haute, Ind., 
two buildings are used, but only one rabbi 
serves. 

It is not supremely important what wing of 
Judaism is followed; what is important that 
the Judaism will have value for the individual, 
that it be rich in Jewish content and that it 
call for duty and responsibility instead of per- 
mitting a shuffling off of all obligations. By 
intelligent direction, the amalgamation of con- 
gregations may achieve this as quickly as 
through the process of evolution. 


. Current Comment 


Too many Jews are participant Jews only in 
times of trouble for Jewry, says Irving Briskin, 
president of the congregation of Hollywood's 
Temple Israel—I have carefully checked the 
records of several religious institutions and 
B'nai B'rith and have found that membership 
and attendance at Temples was at its peak dur- 
ing the war years, and in the case of B'nai 
B'rith likewise, its membership was at its high-. 
est level when anti-Semitism was running ram- 
pant in Europe and here in our own United 
States. 

Obviously, one can deduce, therefore, that 
when our loved ones were in the Service, we 
sought mental and spiritual relief in prayer, 
and when our own personal welfare was at 
stake, we sought cover through multitudes of 
numbers in B'nai B’rith and its Anti-Defama- 


«tion League. 


I am not criticizing this. I am only wonder- 
ing what it is in our human make-up that 


| 


starts us scurrying, seeking cover only in times 
of trouble. 

If a pulpit is to be honored by our presence 
only in times of trouble then it ought of neces- 
sity preach trouble. Yet the opposite is true. 
It preaches faith, brotherly love, and peace. 


Is it beyond the realm of thinking to believe 
that we can apply some of this teaching, and 
by so doing, make ourselves a better member 
of the human race, and help spread that teach- 
ing, so that in years to come, perhaps troubled 
times would no longer exist, or must we con- 
tinue to seek religious teaching only in times 
of stress? 

Why not take stock? Why not answer our- 


selves honestly? Must we wait for another 


Hitler to send us back to the Temple, or should 
we attend Services now? Must a war force us 
to offer a prayer to the Almighty, or can we 
thank Him now for what we enjoy, while we 
are able to enjoy it? Let us not thank Hitler. 





THE GREATEST pleasures are 
the unexpected ones. I was walk- 
ing up Lexington Avenue Satur- 
day morning a week ago looking 
for a place to say Kaddish when 
I came abruptly upon an unin- 
viting Temple front somewhere 
near 54th street. I went'in with- 
out any idea of the splurge of 
beauty that was to greet me. 

It was almost breathtaking. In 
the week before I had visited one 
Mendelsohn creation and another 
new $1,250,000 Temple on Long 
Island, and nothing was farther 
from my mind than that in New 
York there was an exquisite 
Moorish structure of this unex- 
ampled design. Later on I learn- 
ed that a few years ago there 
was a movement in the congrega- 
tion to abandon the edifice and 
move to a newer location. How 
grateful I am that the older and 
wiser heads prevailed. 


The grandeur of the Temple 
was the Ark of the Lord. The 
coloring was out of this world, 
if I may be permitted to use a 
cliche. It was a huge thing, with 
the crown reaching way up past 
the balcony, but nothing truly 
Moorish can be other than de- 
lightfully designed and anything 
but almost dainty in its construc- 
tion. 


Rabbi Jonah Wise was in the 
pulpit. Only a few weeks ago 
in Cincinnati, I got a taste of 
his humor when he described be- 
fore the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis convention how 
his father’s one-man placement 
commission reacted on his moth- 
er, who was extremely fastidious 
and who was forced to board the 
itinerant rabbis who flocked to 
Isaac Meyer Wise’s farm outside 
Cinncinnati whenever they lost 
their pulpits. 


I had heard Rabbi Wise on a 
Seventh anniversary banquet of 
prior occasion, when at the 
the Hebrew Union College he 
quite successfully twitted the 
late Rabbi Stephen S. Wise. But 
it was in Cincinnati three weeks 
ago that Rabbi Wise’s ability to 
keep his hearer’s laughing al- 
most all the time was really dis- 
played. 

Last Saturday morning I dis- 
covered that Rabbi Wise does the 
same thing from the pulpit. His 
sermon was on Samson and when 
he discussed the wielding of the 
jawbone, he told the story of 
Oscar Wilde’s proclivity for in- 
sulting American audiences and 
his habit of calling them philis- 
tines, when he began his talks.

PINCHAS 
ARSHAT “Pinchas” (Num- 
bers XXV, 10-XXX,1; Haph- 
tarah Jeremiah I-II,3). The strong 
personality of Pinchas dominates 
this portion. He was filled with 


the zeal for purity and the ob- 
servance of the laws of God. He 
had punished severely those who 
committed profanations and 
abominations within the camp of 
the Israelites, which brought: to 
him and his seed the hereditary 
High Priesthood. In the tradition 
of Israel, Pinchas became the 
forerunner of Elijah, the Prophet 
of storm and fire. The census 
was taken for a second time. The 
laws of inheritance were enunci- 
ated on account of the questioned 
inheritance of the daughters of 
Zelophchad. A highlight of the 
portion is the laying of hands 
upon Joshua as the successor of 
Moses. The portion closes with a 
detained description of the sacri- 
fices ordained for the various fes- 


tivals of the Jewish. people. The 
haphtarah is the first of the three 
selected portions from the Bible 
that precede the Ninth of Ab, the 
anniversary of the destruction of 
Jerusalem.

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THERE ARE FEW GOOD REASONS 
FOR THE JEWISH AGENCY TODAY 


By M. Z. FRANK 
N 1897 Theodor Herzl created the World Zionist Organization. 

It had a definite function and purpose—to serve as the organic 

framework for the future democratic Jewish State in Palestine. 
he shekel payers were the voters. They elected delegates to the 
Congress. The Congress was the Parliament. The World Zionist 
Executive was the Cabinet, elected at the Congress. 
The system was more or less the European con- f 
tinental system, according to which the Govern- : 
ment consists of the Executive Committee elected § 
py the supreme -legislative body and responsible 
it. 

A In time the chairman of the executive became 
.the counterpart of the British or French Premier, 
and the president—as in France, or as the King 
jn England—a mere figurehead. The multiplicity 
of parties within the Zionist Organization and the 
need to enlist the cooperation of every element in 
the movement, made for an administration by coalition, with the 
strongest party holding the key posts. 

The practical work done by the World Zionist Organization in 
Palestine and the gradual increase of the Jewish population in the 
country in time shifted the center of activities to Palestine. First 
the Jewish National Fund, then all other Zionist activities estab- 
fished their headquarters in Jerusalem. The recognition accorded 
the Zionist Organization by the British mandate gave it a legal 
‘ gtatus. 

The Zionist Executive acted more or less like a government 
ef an dependent state, dependent, but nevertheless autonomous ‘in 
many respects. It had no right to levy taxes, but it did administer 
budgets and wielded financial power. 


IN 1929 it was decided to broaden the Zionist Executive and 

to invite non-Zionist participation in it. The new body was to be 
. known as the Jewish Agency executive to which the World Zionist 

Organization was to elect the majority of members. In fact, the 
non-Zionist participation was small. The Jewish Agency became 
merely another name for the World Zionist Executive. 

Thus the Jewish Agency was practically the Jewish Govern- 
ment of Palestine. The WZO was the state-in-the-making. The 
Agency was the government-in-the-making. Its seat was in Jeru- 
salem, its members were all residents of the country, and on the 
few occasions when a_ non- 
Palestinian Jew was elected to 
the Executive, he had to take up 
residence in Jerusalem. The 
voters and the members of the 
legislative body were scattered all 
over the world. But even at that, 
the shekel-payers residing ,in 
Palestine had a double vote. The 
reason for it was that they had 
a greater stake in the welfare 
of the polity than any Zionist 
residing outside the country. 

The Palestinian leadership had 
in time come to look upon any 
attempt by non-Palestinian lead- 
ers unduly to assert themselves 
as presumptious and as a danger 
to the integrity of the World Zion- 
ist Organization. Thus Rabbi 
Abba Hillel Silver’s appearance 
before the United Nations to pre- 
‘sent the case for the Jewish 
Agency was strongly resented by 
David Ben-Gurion and his friends 
despite the unquestioned excel- 
lence of Silver’s presentation.

This radical change in the 
Jewish Agency took place in an 
almost haphazard way. There 
was almost no public discussion 
regarding the future of the Zion- 
ist movement before the meeting 
in Tel Aviv in the summer of 
1948. Fhe Jewish world and the 
Zionists in particular were too 
much absorbed in the great 
events taking place in Israel] — 
which was still at war at that 
time—to think of new plans. 

Neither the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America, nor Hadassah, 
nor any other Zionist group had 
a chance to discuss the question 
at a convention. The press in 
this country hardly even report- 
ed what had taken place at Tel 
Aviv when it did. The supreme 
body of the Zionist movement, 
the Congress, had not convened. 
The first Congress after the set- 
ting up the State will take place 
next winter in Jerusalem. 


THE OLD AGENCY has become 
the Government; the new Agency 
is an entirely new creature. It 
does not even enjoy the legal 
authority derived from an elec. 
tion by the Zionist Congress. It 
does not fully represent the 
WZO. It is a makeshift body. 

Broadly speaking the functions 
have been divided between the 
Government and the Agency. 
The Government collects taxes 
from its citizens, makes and 
carries out laws, provides for the 
security and peaceful develop- 
ment of the country, etc. The 
Agency operates on money col- 
lected through voluntary con- 
tributions and engages in activ- 
ities connected with the bringing 
in and settling of immigrants in 
Israel.

Jews From India Happy 
In Israel, But No Spice 








TEL AVIV, Israel—Shivering 
in scanty clothing through a 
rough winter wasn’t too bad for 
500 immigrants from India who 
have settled in Israel since estab- 
lishment of the state. What 
bothers them is eating fish with 
jam instead of with the spices 
they love so much. 

They have established a co- 
operative settlement and have 
overcome the initial hardships, 
according to the South Africa 
Zionist RECORD. What they 
want now is “hot” food. 

A bottle of chili powder, for 


instance, is worth its weight in 
uranium, as far as the members 
of the first collective of Indian 
Jews are concerned. 4 

The new settlers hope that 
some arrangement will be made 
soon to get condiments from 
India. The report said it was 
reasonable to assume that the 
settlers are probably more sanx- 
ious than is the Israel Govern- 
ment for establishment of diplo- 
matic and economic relations 
with India.

THE GOVERNMENT of Israel 
enjoys tremendous prestige in 
the Jewish world today and a 
considerable amount of prestige 
in the world at large. It is as 
representative a government as 
any country in the world can 
boast. The Agency does not en- 
joy the same prestige. The Gov- 
ernment has overshadowed it. 
The general public is either un- 
aware of the existence of the 
Agency, or vaguely thinks of it 
as just another department of 
the Israel Government. On the 
whole, the public is confused 
about the fine distinction between 
the Government and the Agency. 
This is perhaps partly due to the 
fact that the Agency is more rep- 
resentative of the Government of 
Israel than it is of world Jewry. 

Technically, the main figures 
in the Jewish Agency are the rep- 
resentatives of World Jewry. In 
fact, however, the men who do 
the real work—Levi Eshkol, di- 
rector of the Colonization de- 
partment of the agency, Moshe 
Kol, Director of the Youth Ali- 
yah; Eliahu Dobkin, Director of 
Immigration and Propaganda; 
Berl Locker, chairman of the 
Agency—are Israeli who might 
just as well be officials of the 
Government. They are not emis- 
saries from the Jews of the 
United States or England sent 
there to do a job and return. 
They are not even Israeli en- 
trusted by the Jews of other 
countries to act on their behalf,

THERE DOES NOT seem to be 
any demand by the public con- 
tributing to the funds of the 
Jewish Agency fer direct repre- 
sentation and control. The United 
Jewish Appeal would just as well 
hand over the money to the Gov- 
ernment of Israel. But the Gov- 
ernment of Israel tells the UJA 
in effect—though not in so many 
words—we only handle money 
we collect from our own eitizens 
as taxes or which we borrow as 
a government, and we use it only 
for normal expenditures. Your 
money is gift money and goes 
to take care of Jews who would 
now be in other countries if we 
did not open our doors for them 
and whom you would then have 
to take care of—the new immi- 


grants. You'll have to give it 
to the agency. The UJA merely 
complies. 


The UJA complies because it 
has confidence in the Israeli 
leadership and citizenry because 
of their magnificent record and 
achievements. Morally, all Jews 
are equally responsible for the 
immigration and integration of 
Jews into Israel. Technically, it 
is the concern and the financial 
responsibility of the Jewish 
Agency. But in fact the Israeli 
are the ones who bear the 
heaviest load. So by and large 
most Jews of the world are con- 
tent to leave it to them, whether 
the name is the Government or 
the Agency.

NO WONDER THERE are 
many who consider the Jewish 
Agency an unnecessary appen- 


dage. The only excuse for it, 
they think, is its legal eon- 
venience.

Rejected By Rabbi

EAST ST. LOUIS, Ill.—An East St. Louis rabbi stuck to his 


position this week that an article 


distributed by the American Jew- 


ish Committee contained many slurs against Orthodox Judaism. 
The article is “What Do You Know About the Jews,” by Eleanor 


H. Lake, which appeared in the 
Magazine,” and reprinted and dis- 
tributed by the AJ Committee's 
Community Relations Service. 
(CRS.) 

Rabbi Benjamin Cohen, spiri- 
tual leader of Temple Agudas 
Achim here, opened fire on the 
article in a letter to the CRS, 
which he told The POST had 


‘been ignored. (NJP May 5). 


In reply, Dr. S. Andhil Fine- 
berg, director of the CRS, said 
that his agency had in the past 
two and a half years distributed 
100,000 copies “without receiving 
thus far even the slightest criti- 
cism from anyone but you.” 

Rabbi Cohen had charged that 
Miss Lake had made a “futile 
attempt to appease Gentiles, “that 
she had used slander and vilifi- 
cation and that she wanted “to 
do away with the source, Ortho- 
doxy, the oldest, the most ad- 
hered to and time honored and 
time tested sect, to enhance her 
own so-called liberal reformed 
religious security.” 

Dr. Fineberg replied that Miss 
Lake was not Jewish, that she 
was.a Christian “who wrote of 
her own volition an article about 
the Jews in the highly fashion- 
able magazine of the Junior 
League, where it is read almost 
exclusively among _ Christians. 
Therefore it could not, as you 
suggest, ‘do away with the 
source, Orthodoxy to en- 
hance her own so-called liberal 
reformed religious security.’ ” 

Dr. Fineberg contended the pic- 
tures Miss Lake chose for the 
article “demonstrate Jewish cus- 
toms performed in the Orthodox 
manner. ‘There are four such 
complimentary pictures in the ar- 
ticle which reveal a reverence 
toward Orthodoxy. The quota- 
tions you have taken out of the 
article should be read in their 
context, which is very friendly 
to all branches of Judaism.” 

Some of the quotations, which 
drew Rabbi Cohen’s ire, were: 

“Traditionally Orthodox Jews 
have lived in a cat’s cradle of 
religious rules . . . that would 
drive most Gentiles crazy.” 

“Even Orthodox Jews have bro- 
ken from most of this fantasia.” 

“Orthodox eJws carry this feel- 
ing (of not taking God’s name in 
vain) too far.” 

The AJ Committee official said 
that it was unfair to judge the 
article by such quotations. 

“You have not mentioned the 
fact that the article includes a 
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great deal in a very friendly vein 
about modern Orthodox Judaism, 
while Reform and Conservative 
Judaism are described very 
briefly,” Dr. Fineberg wrote the 
rabbi. “Moreover it is obvious 
from what is said in the article, 
that all Jewish religious life is 
based on Orthodoxy. The point 
is so clear that I wonder how 
you missed it.” 

Rabbi Cohen, in a reply to Dr, 
Fineberg, insisted that “the fact 
that the author 
does not answer in any way the 
issues I present. She evidently 
has been orientated along the 
lines of liberal and reform Juda- 
ism. Her knowledge of Judaism 
comes from so-called authorities 
with the liberal approach.” 

He pointed to Miss Lake’s cita- 
tions from the late Lewis Browne, 
one-time rabbi who became a 
popularizer of Judaism from a 
violently anti-Zionist approach. 

“The fact is that these state 
ments—Orthodoxy as_ fantasia, 
religious rules that would drive 
most Gentiles crazy, etc.—in its 
context, or out of its context, to 
modern Orthodox Jews or ancient 
Orthodox Jews—I see no distine- 
tion—needlessly, baselessly stig-
